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Introduction 


The study of Sikh coins has seen a recent resurgence in interest 
and popularity after being somewhat neglected and overlooked 
in the past. It is increasingly recognised that Sikh coinage is a 
valuable tool that can help to understand more fully the social 
and political changes that took place in the Punjab during the 
18th and 19th centuries. Furthermore, these coins provide a 
unique insight into the short-lived, yet influential and 
historically significant, Sikh kingdom. 

Currently, there are a limited number of publications that 
focus on Sikh coinage. The more recent works include Hans 
Herrli’s Coins of the Sikhs (New Delhi, 2004) and Surinder’s 
Singh’s Sikh Coinage —A Symbol of Sikh Sovereignty (New 
Delhi, 2004). Herrli’s detailed catalogue was the first, and 
remains the only, comprehensive catalogue of its kind. This 
underlines the importance of Herrli’s work for the study of Sikh 
numismatics. Publications such as these, coupled with new 
research, have rendered much of the earlier literature relating 
to Sikh coins somewhat out of date. 

It is hoped that the publication of the British Museum’s Sikh 
coins, one of the world’s greatest collections, will introduce this 
material to a wider audience. It will also provide academic and 
amateur numismatists alike with a detailed reference work 
which can be used to identify Sikh coins more precisely. 

The British Museum’s Sikh coin collection comprises over 
500 coins which have been attributed to the Sikh Misal period 
(1760-1801) and the kingdom of Maharaja Ranjit Singh (1801- 
49). Silver rupees and copper coins make up the majority of the 
collection and most of these were minted in the Sikh holy city 
of Amritsar. Lahore, Kashmir, Multan and Peshawar are among 
the other important mints represented. 

In terms of provenance, the coins came from a variety of 
sources and collections. Several Sikh coins were collected by 
British officials and army personnel who served in India in the 
late 19th and 2oth centuries and later donated or sold their 
coins to the British Museum. These individuals include George 
B. Bleazby, Charles J. Rodgers and Richard B. Whitehead. 

Approximately 250 coins are from the Bleazby collection. 
George Bernard Bleazby worked for the Financial Department 
of the Government of India and was made Assistant 
Accountant General of the Punjab in January 1902.1 He was a 
keen coin collector with a particular expertise in North Indian 
coins and donated much of his collection to the Sri Partap 
Museum in Srinagar, Kashmir and also to the Lahore Museum. 
In commemoration of the Delhi Durbar in 1911, Henry Van Den 
Bergh, a member of the Executive Committee of the National 
Art Collections Fund, presented over 25,000 of Bleazby’s coins, 
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including the Sikh coins to the British Museum. 

Charles James Rodgers (1838-98) sold a number of Sikh 
coins that he owned to the British Museum in 1897. He had set 
up a teacher training college in Amritsar in 1863 and was 
Principal there for 22 years. He studied Indian and Persian 
numismatics and wrote one of the very first articles to be 
published on Sikh coins in 1881.? 

Richard Bertram Whitehead (1879-1967) was a member of 
the Indian Civil Service and wrote a number of books on Indian 
numismatics, including the Catalogue of Coins in the Punjab 
Museum, Lahore (1914). The British Museum purchased the 
Whitehead collection in 1922. 

After the 1858 Government of India Act, East India 
Company rule in India ended and the British Raj assumed 
responsibility for Indian rule and administration. As part of 
this change, the India Museum in London was also brought 
under the India Office’s jurisdiction. This museum closed in 
1879 and its considerable collections, which included Sikh 
coins, were transferred to the British Museum between 1880 
and 1882. 

This new catalogue focuses on coins that circulated as 
currency and includes coins from various Sikh mints that were 
issued by the Sikh Misals and Ranjit Singh. For this reason, it 
does not include coins from the cis-Sutlej’ states issued by the 
Maharajas of Patiala and Nabha, nor those of the Dogra Rajas 
in Jammu and Kashmir. Medals, tokens and commemorative 
coins are also not included. 

In addition to an overview of Sikh history, from the 
founding of the religion in 1469 to the annexation of the Punjab 
by the British in 1849, the development of the Sikh faith will be 
outlined through short biographies of the Sikh Gurus. This is 
important because the Sikh Misals and Ranjit Singh were 
influenced by the Sikh religious philosophy and way of life and 
this, in turn, had an impact on the coinage that they issued. An 
introduction to the coins will provide information about their 
denominations, mints, inscriptions, dates and symbols. This 
will be followed by the catalogue of the collection.

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Chapter 1 
Historical Context 


The Sikh Gurus 


Guru Nanak 1469-1539 

Guru Nanak founded the Sikh faith. He was born in 1469 toa 
small Khatri family, in the village of Talwandi close to Lahore 
in modern-day Pakistan. His father, Mehta Kalu, is believed to 
have been responsible for assessing the crop revenue of Rai 
Bular Bhatti’s land in the region.” 

Nanaki, Guru Nanak’s sister, spent a great deal of time with 
her brother throughout his life and provided him with her 
constant support. At the age of 16, Guru Nanak moved to 
Sultanpur to live with his newly married sister and found work 
with the Governor of Lahore, Daulat Khan Lodhi. Guru Nanak 
was entrusted with the task of weighing grain’ and keeping 
records of the weight in the Modikhana.* 

According to the Janam Sakhis, accounts of Guru Nanak’s 
life which are thought to have been written by his companion 
Bhai Bala, Guru Nanak was spiritually aware from a very 
young age. As a young adult he spent much of his time talking 
with saints and holy men and made an effort to feed the poor in 
a free kitchen, or langar. One such example is known as the 
Sacha Sauda, ‘true transaction’. Mehta Kalu gave his son 20 
rupees advising him to make a good investment or business 
transaction with the money. On his way to a village outside of 
Talwandi, Guru Nanak met a group of Sadhus, ‘mendicants’ 
who were hungry. Nanak felt that there was no better way of 
spending the money than to feed the hungry holy men. He 
spent all of the money that his father had given to him on food 
for the mendicants and then returned home.° 

Guru Nanak was born at a time when many people in 
northern India suffered religious and social persecution under 
the Mughal Emperor Babur. In response to this, Guru Nanak 
preached a message of truth, equality and justice. His 
teachings were strictly monotheistic and focused on universal 
humanism and freedom of expression. In contrast to existing 
practices, Guru Nanak preached both the equality of women 
with men and the removing of class and caste barriers which 
were then prevalent in society. 

Guru Nanak’s ideology can be summarised as follows: 

Sat, Santokh, vichaar: truth, contentment and reflection; 

Daya, dharma, dan: compassion, righteousness and charity; 

Sidak, sabar, sanjam: faith, tolerance and restraint; 


Khima, garibi, seva: forgiveness, humility and service; 
Gyan, kirt: knowledge and work. 


This ideology influenced Guru Nanak’s devotees and formed 
the foundation of Sikhism. 

Throughout his life, Guru Nanak emphasised the equality 
of Hindus and Muslims. To this end, he often sang hymns in 
praise of God alongside his close companions, Bhai Mardana (a 
Muslim) and Bhai Bala (a Hindu). He travelled all over India 
from the north, including the Punjab, the Gangetic plains and 
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the Himalayas, to the south, from the Deccan to Sri Lanka, as 
well as through, the north-west as far as Afghanistan and Iraq. 

Towards the end of his life, Guru Nanak appointed as his 
successor Bhai Lehna, a committed devotee, who became the 
second Sikh Guru, Guru Angad. 


Guru Angad, 1539-52 

Guru Angad continued to preach Guru Nanak’s message and 
established over 100 sangats, ‘congregations’. In keeping with 
the founding Guru’s philosophy, Guru Angad rejected the 
Brahmanical Hindu system in which the Sanskrit language was 
considered to be the language of the Gods, the Deva Pasha, and 
for this reason, its use was restricted to the Brahmin caste. 
Using the language of the ordinary people, Guru Angad 
developed the Gurmukhi script which, by virtue of the fact that 
it was easy to read, helped to promote literacy among his 
followers. This allowed his message to spread more widely. He 
wrote down the hymns of Guru Nanak in Gurmukhi script and 
these formed the basis of the Sikh scriptures. 

With the service and devotion of his wife, Mata Khivi, Guru 
Angad continued the institution of langar, the free kitchen for 
the poor, which Guru Nanak had initiated. Guru Angad chose 
his devoted disciple Amar Das as his successor. 


Guru Amar Das, 1552-74 

Guru Amar Das was the Sikh Guru during the reign of the 
Mughal Emperor Akbar (1542-1605). His many contributions to 
the development of the Sikh faith included the expansion of the 
langar, to both Sikhs and non-Sikhs. Those attending the 
langar were encouraged to participate in either preparing the 
food or cleaning once they had eaten. The Hindu caste 
structure prohibited social interaction between those of 
different castes. In particular, the high caste Brahmins were 
forbidden to invite those of a lower caste into their homes or to 
eat with them. The langar activity contributed to the 
disintegration of the caste system because all members of 
society, regardless of social rank, caste or creed, would sit side 
by side preparing food, eating and cleaning up together. Thus, 
in the Punjab, in places where the Sikh Gurus preached and 
where the langar kitchens were established, caste barriers were 
gradually being eroded. 

Guru Amar Das was also responsible for a compilation of 
the writings of Guru Nanak, Guru Angad and some Hindu 
saints. This anthology is the basis of the present Guru Granth 
Sahib. 


Guru Ram Das, 1574-81 

Guru Ram Das was held in high esteem by the Emperor Akbar 
and, in 1577, Akbar made a land grant to the Guru. It was on 
this land that the Guru founded a settlement, dug a sacred pool 
and, later, began to build the Harimandir, the temple of God 
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(Fig. 1). This new town became Guru Ram Das’ home and was 


known as Guru-ka-Chak or Ramdaspur. It soon developed into 
a regional commercial centre and was later renamed Amritsar 
to reflect the spiritual significance of the city. 


Guru Arjan, 1581-1606 

Guru Ram Dag’ third son succeeded him 1581. His first task was 
the completion of the city of Ramdaspur (Amritsar), the sacred 
pool and the Harimandir in the centre of the pool. In order to 
raise funds to complete the Harimandir in Amritsar, Guru 
Arjan introduced a system of taxation whereby each Sikh was 
asked to annually donate 1/ro of his income, the daswandh to 
the Guru. The Harimandir was successfully completed with 
these funds. Guru Arjan encouraged his disciples to participate 
in trade and commerce and, as traders settled in Amritsar, it 
flourished and became increasingly prosperous. 

A significant development for the Sikh faith was the 
compilation of the Sikh holy book called the Adi Granth. Guru 
Arjan provided the Sikhs with an authoritative scripture by 
collating the hymns written by Guru Nanak and the succeeding 
Gurus into a single volume which became the core of the Sikh 
scriptures. This collection of hymns also included Guru Arjan’s 
work. The creation of this unified scripture written in a new 
and more easily accessible script, Gurmukhi, gave the Sikhs a 
distinct cultural and religious identity. In August 1604 the 
sacred book was installed in the Harimandir in Amritsar. 

The Sikh Gurus maintained peaceful relations with Akbar 
and he, in turn, appreciated their activities. However, after 
Akbar’s death in 1605 the Sikhs faced great challenges under 
his successor Jahangir. During a rebellion by Jahanghir’s son 
Khusru, Guru Arjan sided with the prince and was heavily 
fined as a consequence. The Guru denied the charge of treason 
and, for this reason, was arrested and imprisoned in Lahore. 
He was martyred in 1606 after being tortured. 


Guru Hargobind, 1606-44 


After the death of his father Guru Arjan in 1606, Guru 
Hargobind became the sixth Guru of the Sikhs. Under

Jahangir’s reign, Guru Arjan had anticipated further difficult 
times ahead for the Sikhs and had instructed Baba Budha, a 
respected and knowledgeable devotee of the Sikh Gurus, to 
train the young Hargobind in the art of warfare. Shortly before 
his death, Guru Arjan had informed the Sikhs that his son 
would become Guru and maintain an army to the best of his 
ability. From a young age, Guru Hargobind wore two swords to 
represent the balance of spiritual and temporal power. 

Guru Hargobind followed his father’s vision and created a 
Sikh army to defend the Sikh faith against the increasingly 
aggressive actions of the Mughal Emperors against their non- 
Muslim subjects. 

He built a fort at Lohgarh and created the Akal Takht, the 
seat of temporal power, opposite the Harimandir in Amritsar. 
The Akal Takht later became the Sikh political centre. Guru 
Hargobind took part in a number of battles in the Punjab, 
beginning with the battle of Amritsar in 1634, and claimed 
several minor victories over local Mughal commanders. 

The Guru nominated his grandson Guru Har Rai as the 
seventh Guru of the Sikhs before his death in 1644. 


Guru Har Rai, 1644-61 

Guru Har Rai became Guru at the age of 14. He continued his 
father’s work and maintained a force of 2,000 armed Sikhs. 
The Guru was heavily involved in organisational and 
missionary work and died at the age of 32 in Kiratpur, Punjab in 
October 1661. 


Guru Harkrishan, 1661-64 

Guru Harkrishan, the younger son of Guru Har Rai, was 
recognised as the eighth Guru of the Sikhs in 1661. He was 
called a ‘child saint’ because he was only six years of age when 
he became Guru and died within a few years of small-pox in 
1664. Before his death he announced that his successor would 
be found in the village of Baba Bakala near Goindwal, 
Amritsar. 
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Guru Tegh Bahadur, 1664-75 

Tegh Bahadur, the son of Guru Hargobind, became Guru in 
1664 at the age of 43. He founded a new settlement in the 
Punjab which later grew into the town of Anandpur. The 
Emperor Aurangzeb considered the Sikhs and Hindus to be 
infidels and, therefore, ordered the destruction of all Sikh and 
Hindu temples and the defilement of their religious teachings 
and practices. During this violence, many Hindu Pundits from 
Kashmir were forcibly converted to Islam. They approached 
Guru Tegh Bahadur for help and the Guru took up their cause 
as he believed in religious freedom. When the Emperor heard 
about this, the Guru was summoned to the Mughal court in 
Delhi. On his way there, he and his companions were arrested 
and, on the following day, the Guru was beheaded at Chandani 
Chowk, Delhi on 11 November 1675. A devoted follower of the 
Guru took his head to Gobind Singh, the son of the Guru. 


Guru Gobind Singh, 1675-1708 

Guru Gobind Singh, the only child of Guru Tegh Bahadur, was 
born in Patna in 1666. After his father’s execution in 1675, he 
became the roth Guru of the Sikhs at the age of nine. His 
education encompassed the study of both intellectual and 
military arts. In 1678 Guru Gobind Singh settled in Anandpur 
and confirmed that this strategic site would be his base. 

The increasing tyranny of the Mughal rulers led Guru 
Gobind Singh to militarise the Sikhs and create the Khalsa, a 
military order of Sikhs. In 1699 all male Sikhs were given the 
name Singh, ‘lion’, and females were given the name Kaur 
meaning ‘princess’. Men and women were baptised into the 
Sikh faith by drinking water sweetened with sugar crystals and 
churned by the Khanda, double-edged sword. This event 
occurred in the month of Vaisakh‘ and, for this reason, is 
known as Vaisakhi. With the formation of the Khalsa, Guru 
Gobind Singh established unity, cohesion and organisation for 
the Sikh people. The Sikh army would defend those individuals 
who were suffering from persecution under the Mughal 
government. 

The Guru and his Sikh army won numerous battles against 
opposing forces, such as the Hindu Hill Rajas who wanted to 
take over the Punjab. Aurangzeb further antagonized the Sikhs 
by ordering the death of Guru Gobind Singh’s youngest sons by 
walling them up alive. On hearing the news of the death of his 
sons, Guru Gobind Singh wrote a letter, the Zafarnama, to 
Aurangzeb rebuking him for his actions. With a few of his 
followers, Guru Gobind Singh moved towards the Deccan via 
Rajasthan to the town of Nanded. In Nanded the Guru met a 
man who became an ardent disciple of his and was later named 
Banda Bahadur. The Guru chose him as the commander of the 
Sikh forces and instructed him to go the Punjab and keep the 
Mughal forces at bay. 

Shortly after this, Banda travelled to the Punjab and the 
Guru was attacked by hired assassins. Guru Gobind Singh was 
severely injured and died in 1708. 

Before he died, Guru Gobind Singh declared that the Guru 
Granth Sahib (Holy book) would be the future and eternal 
Guru of the Sikhs hereafter. The Guru Granth Sahib contains 
the compilation of the scriptures written by the previous Gurus 
and holy Hindu and Muslim saints. 
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The Khalsa Republic 


Banda Singh Bahadur, 1710-16 

Shortly before his death in 1708, Guru Gobind Singh appointed 
Banda Singh Bahudur, leader of the Sikhs. Banda Singh 
Bahadur was given 25 soldiers and an advisory council of five 
trusted Sikhs. As Banda Singh Bahadur reached the Punjab, 
many Sikhs began to join his army. 

In 1710 a battle was fought at Chapar Chiri near Sirhind, 
where Banda Bahadur defeated and killed Wazir Khan the 
Mughal governor of Sirhind. Consequently, the Sikhs took over 
Sirhind and established themselves at Mukhlispur, north-east 
of Ambala. Here, Banda Bahadur repaired an existing fortress 
and renamed it Lohgarh. 

It is believed that the first Sikh coin was minted at the 
Lohgarh fort shortly after the occupation of this area. For some 
months, Banda Singh Bahadur gained notable successes 
against the Mughals and controlled most of the region between 
Delhi and the river Ravi. 

Following the death of the Mughal Emperor Shah ‘Alam 
Bahadur, the Sikhs were able to regain large parts of the 
Punjab. Banda Singh Bahadur abolished the Mughal 
Zaminidari system’ under which aristocrats ruled over the 
peasants living and working on the land. Instead, Banda Singh 
Bahadur declared that the cultivators were the owners of the 
land that they worked. His leadership indicated the beginnings 
of a Sikh state, giving hope of a more just and fair system for 
Sikhs. 

In 1716 Furrukhsiyar, Mughal Emperor between the years 
1713-19, appointed the general ‘Abd as-Samand Khan Diler 
Jang as the governor of Lahore. This event led to the end of 
Banda Singh Bahadur’s rule. In response to Banda’s actions, his 
abolishment of existing systems, the Mughal governor killed 
thousands of Sikhs in the Punjab and sent others to Delhi 
where they were tortured and killed. Banda Bahadur and his 
infant son were themselves executed in June 1716. 

Although Banda Singh’s uprising against the Mughal 
government was very brief, it was nonetheless a critical event 
in the formation of the forthcoming Sikh Misal period and 
crucial for the ultimate establishment of the Sikh Empire. 


The Sikh Misals, 1760-1801 


Following Banda Singh Bahadur’s death in 1716, the Sikhs 
remained militarily inactive until the latter half of the 18th 
century. They were one of four powers competing for the 
possession of the Punjab. These included the Mughals, the 
Afghan Durranis and the Marathas. Under the pressure of 
Ahmad Shah Durrani’s repeated invasions, the Mughal Empire 
centred in Delhi rapidly collapsed and the regions of Lahore, 
Multan, Sind, Sirhind and Kashmir became part of the Durrani 
dominions. 

The Sikh Misals, or ‘confederacies’, took advantage of the 
declining Mughal Empire and the persistence of the Afghan 
invaders to form a strong army. Ahmad Shah Durrani invaded 
the Punjab on several occasions between the years 1751 
and1770 and desecrated the temple at Amritsar on at least two 
occasions by filling the sacred pool with mud and dirt. After 
these hardships the Sikhs decided to form a defensive body and 
collectively called themselves the Dal Khalsa meaning army of 
the Khalsa. By uniting as a force in this way, they managed to

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increase their power and triumphed over the great Afghan 
leader. 

The Sikh Misals gained possession of the Punjab through a 
system called Rakhi, ‘protection’. The Sikhs provided 
protection to the people against foreign invaders, local 
landowners and government officials. Due to the extensive 
territories that required protection, the Sikhs found it 
necessary to divide themselves into different units, thereby 
organizing themselves into a form of government known as the 
Misals. 

The Misals consisted of 12 separate divisions that 
conquered their own territories (Map 1), while uniting 
themselves in a single Sikh army the ‘Dal Khalsa’. Each Misal 
followed a leader or Sardar, ‘chieftain’ (Table 1). 

Displaying their loyalty to the principles of the roth Guru, 
Guru Gobind Singh, the Misals engaged in the spirit of the 
Khalsa. Acommon treasury and the free kitchen, or langar as 
mentioned on page 2, instigated mutual cooperation amongst 
the different groups. The Misals ruled in the name of the Guru 
and the Khalsa. Any victory over the enemy was not considered 
the triumph of an individual leader but, rather, one of the Sikh 
commonwealth. 

The Misals operated in a distinctive way because there was 
no one specific leader. Despite the absence of a single leader, 
the governing of the state remained efficient and successful. 
The Sarbat Khalsa, entire body of Sikhs, met twice a year at 
Amritsar on the Vaisakhi and Diwali festivals. At these 
meetings the Sikh chiefs would pass a gurmatta which was a 
formal decision or resolution made before the Guru Granth 
Sahib. As their meetings were held in the presence of the Guru, 
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the Misals strongly believed that the decisions made were 
representative of the Guru’s will. The gurmatta system 
demonstrated the strength and unity of the Khalsa.

On 17 April 1765, the Sikh chiefs occupied the fort of 
Lahore. After holding an assembly at Amritsar, the Sikh Misals 
declared their independence and struck a coin in the name of 
the Sikh Gurus to represent their conquest and their faith. 
Silver rupees were issued in Lahore in 1765 followed by the 
minting of coins in Amritsar in 1775. 

Although the Misals were united in their aims, the problem 
of undefined boundaries between their lands and the 
ownership of their possessions often caused disruption to their 
mutual relations. The desire to extend individual boundaries 
and create new territories led to rivalries between the Misal 
leaders. This inter-group competition was problematic because 
it caused the Misals to act independently of one another in 
addition to fighting as a collective force. 
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The Sikh Empire, 1801-49 


Maharaja Ranjit Singh, 1780-1839 

Ranjit Singh (Fig. 2) was the son of Sardar Mahan Singh, leader 
of the Sukerchakia Misal, and succeeded his father in this post. 
He became a great king and leader of the Sikhs, expanding 
territories and uniting the people to form what was known as 
the ‘Sikh Empire’. 

The political unity of the Punjab had once again weakened 
for two main reasons. Firstly, infighting, between the Misals 
and, secondly, Zaman Shah, the grandson of Ahmad Shah 
Durrani, was threatening an invasion. Rivalry between the 
Misal leaders was at its height and the Punjab had been divided 
into several principalities. In 1798 Zaman Shah’s army marched 
to the Punjab and made an attempt to occupy Lahore. Ranjit 
Singh prevented the Afghans from succeeding and forced them 
to retreat to the surrounding countryside. Ranjit Singh himself 
occupied Lahore in 1799 at the age of 19 with the assistance of 
his mother-in-law, Sada Kaur. With Ranjit Singh’s decisive 
actions, the Sukerchakia Misal became more successful and 
increased in power which in turn resulted in the consolidation 
of the Punjab. 

The Sikh Misals united under Ranjit Singh’s leadership to 
form a defence force against the surrounding enemies. The 
leaders of each Misal were given high ministerial and military 
positions alongside Hindu counsellors and Muslim princes at 
Ranjit Singh’s court and European soldiers were soon attracted 
here as well. 

According to Ganda Singh in A Life Sketch of the Maharaja, 
chiefs and prominent notables offered the title Maharaja, ‘great 
king’ to Ranjit Singh on the day of Vaisakhi in 1801. However, 
Bhagat Singh claims that on that day a grand durbar (meaning 
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court) was organised where Ranjit Singh assumed the title of 
Sarkar, ‘leader’ and not that of Maharaja.* 

Although his subjects referred to him as Maharaja and to 
some extent he fulfilled the role of a royal king, Ranjit Singh 
believed that he was a humble servant of God, dedicated to the 
service of the people. 

Despite facing hostility from the Afghans and the 
Marathas, Ranjit Singh created a large state and established an 
efficient administration. Annexing the vast territories of the 
Misal confederacies, Ranjit Singh rapidly expanded his 
possessions to include the areas of Amritsar, Jullandhar and 
Gurdaspur. He continued to issue Sikh coins from Lahore and 
Amritsar and the mints were under his direct control (see map, 
right). 

During the first decade of his rule, Ranjit Singh brought the 
Sikh Misal leaders under his overall authority and during the 
second decade of his rule, he occupied the entire trans-Sutlej’ 
territories of the Punjab including, Kashmir, Jammum 
Peshawar and Derajat.’ Ranjit Singh had formed a powerful 
and prosperous kingdom and had fulfilled his ambition of 
raising a great Sikh Empire. By 1820, it can be said that the 
power of Ranjit Singh was absolute throughout the whole of the 
Punjab which stretched from the Sutlej to the Indus (Map 2). 

Ranjit Singh had good relations with the British in India 
because the Punjab formed a geographical buffer against the 
increasing threat of the Afghan and Russian forces. In 1809 he 
signed the Treaty of Amritsar with Charles T. Metcalfe who 
represented the British East India Company, by which terms he 
renounced his supremacy over the cis-sutlej’ chiefs and British 
occupation was limited to the regions south of the river Sutlej. 

Ranjit Singh maintained good relations with the British for 
the rest of his reign.

The Sikh Empire began to decline rapidly after Ranjit 
Singh’s death in 1839. 

Kharak Singh (Fig. 3), the eldest son of Ranjit Singh, was 
acknowledged as the ruler of the Punjab but he failed to 
maintain his father’s legacy and died at the age of 38. Both Nau- 
Nihal Singh (Fig. 4), Kharak Singh’s son, and Sher Singh (Fig. 
5), Ranjit Singh’s illegitimate son, were killed by potential 
usurpers to the throne. The lack of a single, central authority 
left the kingdom open to invasion. 

In the latter half of 1845 the British East India Company had 
strengthened its military power by setting up a military 
cantonment at Ferozepur, close to the river Sutlej, and having 
annexed Sindh in the south of the Punjab. According to J.D. 
Cunningham, the Company’s main concern was that the 
Khalsa army without a strong leadership was a serious threat to 
British territories along the border.’® The Punjab would also no 
longer be able to act as a buffer zone between the Company’s 
possessions in India and Afghanistan. This increase in British 
military strength led to tension with the Sikh forces and in 
November 1845 the Sikhs crossed the territories of their allies 
infringing the terms of the 1809 treaty. This in turn led to the 
advance of British troops towards the Sutlej and onto Sikh 
territory on 11 December 1845 resulting in the first Anglo-Sikh 
War.

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———= — — Further battles took place between the Sikhs and the 
British in the following years, with the Punjab finally falling 
into the hands of the British and its annexation in 1849. Ranjit 
Singh’s youngest son, Dulip Singh (Fig. 6), was exiled to 
Britain shortly after the annexation of the Punjab.

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Chapter 2 


Sikh Mints 


The Sikhs began to produce coins in the traditional mint 
centres (Map 3) once Mughal power had started to decline and 
the Afghans had left the Punjab. 

Lahore had been a mint under the authority of both the 
Mughal Empire and the Durrani dynasty. The first Sikh coin 
was struck in Lahore in 1765. The city of Multan also had a 
functioning mint that continued to be used by the Sikh Misals 
and coins were minted there until the end of Sikh rule. With 
the expansion of the Sikh kingdom in the 19th century, Sikh 
mints were also established at Amritsar, Peshawar, Kashmir 
and Derajat. 

Important information about these Punjabi cities when the 
Sikhs were in power was recorded by Charles Masson, explorer, 
archaeologist and numismatist. 


Having deserted the East India Company’s army, Masson 
(real name James Lewis), wandered through Sind, Baluchistan, 
Afghanistan the Punjab during the period 1826-40. During 
these years he explored places that were little, if at all, known 
to the world at large, for example Kabul, Ghazni and Kandahar. 
Masson recorded his travels in his three-volume work 
Narratives of Various Journeys in Balochistan, Afghanistan and 
the Punjab. After spending nearly two years in Afghanistan, he 
spent the following year moving between Sind and the Punjab. 

The time Masson spent in the Punjab includes the period 
under discussion in this catalogue, specifically the reign of 
Ranjit Singh (801-39). Masson gives descriptive accounts of 
cities that he visited in the Punjab, including Amritsar, Lahore 
and Multan. In Lahore, he was warmly received by Jean 
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Francois Allard, Ranjit Singh’s French general. He left Lahore 
after a short stay to avoid entering the Sikh military service and 
made his way to Peshawar. From Peshawar he went through 
Faizilpur and Shikarpur and entered lower Sind. Masson’s 
accounts provide unique socioeconomic information for the 
Punjab during the Sikh Empire, not least because he visited the 
majority of the cities where the Sikh mints were established." 
Some of Masson’s descriptions are quoted below. 


Amritsar 

Amritsar, the holy city and spiritual centre of the Sikhs, was 
founded by Guru Ram Das, the fourth Sikh Guru (1534-8D, 
who had obtained the land from the Mughal Emperor Akbar. 

In the city, which was originally known as Ramdaspur, a 
sacred pool was dug and later the Harimandir was completed 
by Guru Arjun Dev, the fifth Guru.” The city was later named 
Amritsar, ‘pool of immortality’. Amrit meaning the ‘ambrosial 
nectar’ and Sar meaning ‘pool or fountain’. After the 
Harimandir was completed, the city of Amritsar became the 
Sikh spiritual centre and increasing numbers of pilgrims were 
drawn to it. 

In 1608, the sixth Guru, Guru Hargobind, built the Akal 
Takht, ‘seat of the Immortal’, a building which represented the 
political authority of the Sikhs in Amritsar close to the 
Harimandir temple. 

During the 18th century, the Afghan armies attempted to 
destroy the temple and defile the sacred tank on several 
occasions. By 1767, however, the Afghans no longer posed a 
threat and the Sikh Misals established themselves in the city. 
Amritsar was now under the control of the Bhangi Misal which 
was made up of approximately 10 different families, each of 
whom controlled different parts of the city and built small forts 
around the area.’ At the turn of the 18th century, Amritsar had 
become part of Maharaja Ranjit Singh’s expanding empire and 
was the centre of trade activity in the Punjab. Recognised as 
the commercial emporium of northern India, goods were 
imported from Central Asia and India, while exports from the 
city included grain, sugar, rice, silk shawls and gold and silver 
articles. 

In the late 1820s, Charles Masson wrote: 

Lahore, although possessing a certain degree of trade and traffic 

with its populous vicinity, is a dull city, ina commercial sense. 


Amritsar has become the great mart of the Punjab, and the bankers 
and capitalists of the country have taken up their abodes there. * 


According to Herrli,> the average annual output of coins 
from the Amritsar mint was approximately 1 million rupees, 
making the city a financial centre and the chief mint for rupees 
and copper coins.° 

The rupees issued from the mint during Ranjit Singh’s reign 
display varying mint marks in any given year. A possible 
explanation for this could be that Amritsar had one chief mint 
with several smaller workshops using a different set of mint 
marks. 

It is possible that there was more than one mint operating 
in Amritsar and it is assumed that there was a central 
administration responsible for controlling the striking and 
issuing of the coins. There is, however, only limited literary 
evidence in support of this claim. 

See Appendix 2 for a table depicting the different mints’ 
markings. 
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Anandgarh 

The village of Anandpur, ‘haven of rest’, was founded by the 
ninth Sikh Guru, Guru Tegh Bahadur, in 1665. The Guru paid 
500 rupees for the land which had been offered to him by the 
Dowagar Queen Champa of Bilaspur. Anandpur is located on 
the lower spurs of the Himalayas and falls within the modern 
district of Rupnagar in India. 

The toth Guru, Guru Gobind Singh, made Anandpur his 
stronghold and built several forts in the area. The main fort 
was named Anandgarh and it is possible that coins were 
minted here in the late 18th century. 

Only rupees have been noted from this mint and they are 
scarce in comparison with coins produced by other Sikh mints. 
There are only four rupees from this mint in the British 
Museum collection and these were produced in the years 1784, 
1785, 1786 and 1787. 

Herrli suggests that the coins displaying the Anandgarh 
mint name were most probably struck in Amritsar because they 
bear a strong resemblance to a series of the Amritsar 
Gobindshahi rupees. According to Herrli, the fortress built by 
Guru Gobind Singh at Anandpur never had a mint for coining 
rupees. He writes ‘The Gobindshahis of Amritsar and 
Anandgarh are very similar and differ only in respective 
reverse designs; the mint name, the mark and an unexplained 
era year.” 

It remains uncertain whether these coins were minted in 
the fort of Anandgarh in Anandpur because there is no literary 
evidence to conclusively confirm or deny that a functioning 
mint existed in this region. 


Lahore 

Lahore has been a prominent city since the time of the Mughal 
Empire. Under Babur the first Mughal emperor (1526-30), coins 
were first minted in Lahore and they continued to be minted by 
his grandson Akbar and, thereafter, by the successive rulers up 
to, and including, Mughual ruler Alamgir II (1754-59). 

During the 18th century, Ahmad Shah Durrani made 
several attempts to occupy Lahore and drive away Maratha 
power. However, during a brief return to Kabul, Jassa Singh 
Ahluwalia and the Sikhs took over the city.’ The Durranis’ hold 
on the Punjab weakened as the power of the Sikhs continued to 
increase and, on 17 April 1765, the Sikhs had complete control 
over the fort of Lahore. 

In 1793 Zaman Shah succeeded as the leader of the Durrani 
dynasty and invaded Lahore in 1797 with little opposition. 
After briefly occupying the city, he was called back to 
Afghanistan to deal with an internal dispute. He renewed his 
invasion the following year but was unable to gain long-term 
control of the city. After Zaman Shah was recalled to 
Afghanistan, Lahore was left to the Sikhs and Ranjit Singh 
gained overall control and declared himself Maharaja of 
Lahore. The city was to remain the political capital of the Sikh 
kingdom until it was annexed by the British in 1849. 

Although the Sikhs occupied Lahore intermittently, they 
were eager to strike coins as soon as they had the opportunity. 
The first Sikh rupee was minted at Lahore in 1765 during their 
initial invasion. The rupees followed the weight standards of 
regular Mughal and Durrani coinage. Zaman Shah Durrani’s 
temporary control of Lahore between 1797 and 1798 did not 
appear to disrupt the minting of the Sikh coins. 
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The mint in Lahore was situated outside the Taxsali, ‘mint’ 
gate south of the Badshahi mosque in the old walled city. 
According to a British report of 1846,the mint had the capacity 
to produce up to 8,000 coins per day.’ 

Like the nearby city Amritsar, Lahore was a bustling 
trading centre specialising in the trade of cotton cloth, silk, 
shawls and arms. Lahore, the capital of the Sikh State, was also 
the main residence of the Maharaja and his family. Masson 
wrote, 

Lahore, the capital of the Punjab and of the territories of Ranjit 


Singh, is acity of undoubted antiquity, and has long been 
celebrated for its extent and magnificence. 


To it also must be referred the current proverb, which asserts that 
Isfahan and Shiraz united would not equal half of Lahore.” 


Multan 

Multan was located approximately 6km away from the left 
bank of the river Chenab and close to the old bed of the river 
Ravi. It was ruled by the Sikhs during two phases of 
occupation. 


First Sikh occupation: 1772-79 

Shortly after Ahmad Shah Durrani’s final invasion of the city, 
the Sikhs conquered the Multan province led by Jhanda Singh, 
leader of the Bhangi Misal, in 1767. The Sikhs also attempted to 
attack the provincial capital but the joint forces of the Afghan 
governor and the Daudputras (neighbouring rulers) of 
Bahawalpur put up a strong resistance. Later, an internal 
quarrel among these opposing forces provided the Sikh troops 
with an opportunity to invade and, in December 1772, Jhanda 
Singh took over the citadel of the city and also the fort and 
town of Mankera." 

For several years, Multan remained under the authority of 
the Bhangi Misal who continued to collect taxes from the local 
landowners. 

In 1777 and 1778, the son of Ahmad Shah, Taimur Shah 
Durrani, unsuccessfully attempted to recapture the city. In 
1779, Timur Shah decided to personally lead his troops into 
Multan and, after limited resistance, the Sikhs surrendered the 
citadel to the Afghan leader. 


Second Sikh occupation: 1818-48 

Beginning in 1802, Ranjit Singh made a number of attempts to 
bring Multan under the authority of the Sikh realm. In 1817, he 
finally accepted funds from Muzaffar Khan, which had been 
repeatedly offered to him over the years to withdraw his 
forces.” 

In June 1818 the Sikhs entered the city yet again and this 
time, the attack was unexpected. The Afghans were unable to 
resist this advance and the Sikhs were able to capture the 
citadel. After this, Multan remained part of the Sikh kingdom 
until 1848. Coins were minted in Multan during the two Sikh 
occupations: 1772-79 and 1818-48. 

In 1821 Ranjit Singh appointed Sawan Mal, one of his 
administrators, as governor of the Multan province, a role that 
he performed successfully for almost a quarter of a century. 

The city of Multan was also commercially and financially 
prosperous. Masson wrote: 
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Multan is said to have decreased in trade since it fell into the hands 
of the Sikhs, yet its bazaars continued well and are reasonably 
supplied with all articles of traffic and consumption. There are still 
numerous bankers and manufacturers of silk and cotton goods.’ 


It still supplies a portion of its fabrics to the Lohani merchants of 
Afghanistan, and has an extensive foreign trade with the regions 
west of the Indus.'* 


Multan was stormed by British troops in 1849 and after this 
it formed part of the British Empire. Small gold coins were 
found by those British troops who occupied the citadel. It is 
believed that these emergency gold rupees were issued by the 
governor of Multan, Diwan Mulraj, to pay his troops between 
1848 and 1849. As Diwan Mulraj was short of silver, he coined a 
hoard of gold worth 40 lakh rupees into small pieces that 
passed for 1 rupee each." See Chapter 3 for denominations and 
circulation of Sikh currency. 


Kashmir 

Kashmir had been under the control of the Afghan Durrani 
dynasty for 70 years until 1819 when the Kashmiris sought 
external help to relieve them from Afghan rule. Diwan Chand, 
one of Ranjit Singh’s trusted and capable generals led an army 
into Kashmir in April 1819. The Sikhs were faced with little 
opposition because the majority of Afghan troops which had 
been stationed in Kashmir were attending to matters in Kabul. 
By July 1819 the Sikhs had occupied Srinagar, the capital of 
Kashmir. 

Once the capital city of Kashmir was taken, Ranjit Singh 
gave Misr Diwan Chand the title of ‘Zafar Jang’ meaning 
‘victorious in battle’. The Sikhs ruled Kashmir for 27 years and 
12 different governors were employed by the Maharaja to 
administer the city over the course of these years. 

Srinagar was a successful manufacturing and financial 
centre. Many goods, including arms, jewellery, leather and 
saffron, were exported to the Punjab, Sind, Ladakh and Tibet. 
It was most famous for its production of Kashmiri shawls which 
were exported to Central Asia, Russia, China and Europe. This 
trade generated an impressive income which ensured the 
economic stability of the city. 

The Kashmir mint was supervised by whichever governor 
was in post and his main responsibilities included economic 
and monetary policy. The Sikh coins of Kashmir bear a special 
mark representing the authority of the governor who was in 
charge of the territory at the time of production (Table 2). 


Derajat 

Derajat is the collective name given to the three Deras 
‘settlements’ on the plain between the river Indus in the east 
and with the Suliaman mountain range to the west. Dera 
Ismail Khan is located in the north of this region, Dera Ghazi 
Khan to the south and Dera Fath Khan is in the centre. 
Although these settlements were founded in the late 15th 
century, they only gained importance after the invasion of 
Nadir Shah in 1738-39. 

Dera Fath Khan was a functioning mint under Nadir Shah 
issuing mostly autonomous copper coinage. Dera Ghazi Khan 
was a prominent mint for the Afghan Durrani Shahs. In 1820 
both of these settlements fell to Sikh occupation.

Shaikh Imam ud Din 


Son of Gholam Muhyid Din. Held the office of ‘ 
governor until November 1846 when Gulab at 
Singh of Jammu took possession of Kashmir. 
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‘Dera Ismail Khan’, referred to as ‘Derajat’, produced coins 
under the Mughal emperors Muhammad Shah and Ahmad 
Shah Bahadur (1719-54) and then briefly under Nadir Shah 
and continued minting under the Durrani Shahs until 1818.’ 
After Mahmud Shah Durrani’s second reign (1809-18), he was 
deposed by the Barakzais.’° However, he continued to rule in 
Herat from 1818 until his death in 1829. In 1820 Ranjit Singh 
took over the fortress of Mankera and controlled the 
surrounding area. The authority of the Sikhs in Dera Ismail 
Khan did not disrupt the production of rupees bearing 
Mahmud Shah Durrani’s name. Coins minted after his death in 
1829 were considered to be posthumous issues in tribute to the 
Sikhs. 

The first official Sikh coin was minted at Derajat in 1835 
when Ranjit Singh conquered the area and it officially became 
part of the Sikh Empire. The coins replaced those of Mahmud 
Shah Durrani and were produced on small thick flans with only 
partially visible inscriptions. 

Derajat had approximately 450,000 inhabitants when 
under Sikh rule and had become a thriving trading centre. 

Dera Ismail Khan is one of the greatest marts on the Indus, an 


entrepot for the merchandize of India and Khorasan passing in this 
direction. Few sites have a greater commercial importance.” 


Peshawar 

The town of Peshawar was given its name, which means 
‘frontier town’, by the Mughal Emperor Akbar (1556-1605). 
Peshawar was invaded and briefly ruled by Nadir Shah before 
it became an official mint under the Durrani rulers. The 
Durranis issued coins from Peshawar from the time of Ahmad 
Shah to the reign of Ayub Shah (1819-23). 

In 1818 Ranjit Singh briefly occupied the territory and again 
unsuccessfully attempted to exert his control in 1823. It was a 
decade later in 1834 when a Sikh army led by Nau Nihal Singh, 
grandson of Ranjit Singh, that the city was officially annexed 
and brought under the authority of the Sikh Empire. 

The administration of the town depended on the taxation 
of the inhabitants. According to the fertility of the land, the 
Sikh government received either an eighth or a quarter of the 
produce. As much of the land belonged to Ranjit Singh, the 
residents of Peshawar did not consider themselves 
independent.” Author Mohan Lal Esquire wrote: 

Such attention has been paid to agriculture and the amelioration 

of the soil, that no part of the Punjab country can equal the 

cultivated districts of Peshawar in beautiful scenery. It is certain 
that no city in the Punjab equals Peshawar in the richness of its soil. 


Grapes, figs, pomegranates, pears, apples, melons, oranges, 
peaches etc. are produced here.*° 


Later in 1834 Ranjit Singh appointed Sardar Hari Singh 
Nalwa as governor of Peshawar and the commander of a 
garrison of 12,000 men. Hari Singh Nalwa was granted the 
right to issue his own coins in return for his outstanding 
military achievements. The Peshawar coins date from 1834-37 
and are of an outstanding quality in terms of calligraphy and 
die cutting. They bear the full Vikrama Samvat (vs) date on the 
obverse and the reverse, and do not mention Hari Singh by 
either a discreet or obvious means. Hari Singh died in 1837 and 
the production of the silver rupees ceased after this event. 

Vikrama Samvat dates will be discussed in Chapter 5; there 
is a vS/AD conversion chart in Appendix 4. 
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Miscellaneous mints 


Mankera 

Mankera is located south-east of Dera Ismail Khan and 
approximately 130km north of Multan. The town was first 
occupied by the Sikhs in 1772 under the Bhangi Misal but was 
soon re- occupied by Taimur Shah Durrani in 1780. In 1821 
Ranjit Singh personally led troops to Mankera and claimed it as 
part of his empire. The fort was strategically located between 
the rivers Indus and Chenab and controlled the road leading 
from Afghanistan through the Gomal-Pass and Dera Ismail 
Khan to Lahore. After annexing the cities of Mankera and 
Peshawar, Maharaja Ranjit Singh took control of the prominent 
routes between the Punjab and Afghanistan including the 
tribal territories of Kohat, Bannu and Waziristan. 

There is limited literary evidence describing the city of 
Mankera as an operating mint.”1 However, the coin in the 
British Museum collection (1936,1017.42) dated vs 1879/AD 
1822, although quite worn, reveals part of this mint name on 
the reverse of the coin. 


The Salt Range or ‘Pind Dadan Khan’ or ‘Nimak’ 

In 1847 a mint was established in Pind Dadan Khan, a town at 
the foot of the Salt Range on the river Jhelum. It is claimed that 
Ranjit Singh had occupied this area at the end of the 18th 
century and that it operated as a mint for a short period 
between 1847 and 1848.” 

Two coins in the British Museum collection have the word 
nimak as the mint name on the reverse.” Nimak means ‘salt’ in 
Persian, Urdu and Punjabi and may refer to the main 
commercial produce of the region rather than the actual 
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Sikh Mints 


minting place, suggesting that rupees minted in Pind Dadan 
Khan did not state the actual place of production. 

Coins from this mint are very rare, and it remains unknown 
why they were struck for only a short period.

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Chapter 3 


Denominations and Circulation 


During the Sikh Misal period, Sikh rupees followed the regular 
weight standards of Mughal and Durrani coinage, during 
which time a silver rupee weighed approximately 11.3¢.' 

Maharaja Ranjit Singh later expanded the monetary system 
in the Sikh Empire so that it comprised gold mohurs, silver 
rupees and copper paisas. Gold mohurs were issued in small 
numbers for use on special occasions, when they were given as 
nazranas, ‘gifts’. The silver coins formed the basis of the Sikh 
coinage and were minted in three denominations: 1 rupee,1/2 
rupee and 1/4 rupee. The silver rupee weighed between 10.7 
and 11.1g, and had a high silver purity. The copper coins 
comprised I paisa, 2 paisae’ and 1/2 paisa. The word fulus, 
meaning ‘copper coin’ in Arabic, appears on many of the copper 
coins. This term was adopted during Ranjit Singh’s reign as an 
additional name for the paisa. 

Between the years 1830 and 1840, a silver rupee in Lahore 
or Amritsar could buy 37.5kg of wheat, 18kg of unrefined cane 
sugar, 7.7kg of rice or 3.7kg of cotton. Two rupees could buy a 
sheep, 40-50 rupees a cow and a milking buffalo could be 
purchased with 100 rupees.’ 

The number of coins in circulation grew as trade developed 
in the Punjab and northern India under Ranjit Singh’s rule 
(Map 4). One of the reasons for this economic prosperity was 
the silver and gold received from traders for imports and 
exports moving through the empire. Many Sikhs participated 
in trade and commerce as it had been encouraged by the fifth 
Sikh Guru, Guru Arjan. 

The location of the Punjab also strengthened its flourishing 
trade activity. It was one of the great crossroads of southern 
Asia connecting Central Asia, Afghanistan, India, Tibet and 
China. The five rivers of the Punjab were an advantage for the 
efficient transportation of goods although the majority of trade 
took place on land with goods being carried by camel. 

Goods produced and manufactured in, and exported from, 
the Punjab included grain, sugar, rice, cotton, jewellery, 
leather, saffron and arms from Lahore. Commodities imported 
from the rest of British India included spices, copper, woollen 
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fabrics, velvet, silk, satin and muslins. From Afghanistan, the 
Punjab imported horses, green vegetables and dried fruits, 
precious stones and opium. Gold was imported from Persia in 
the form of Venetian ducats along with copper in square flat 
pieces, needles and nankeen cloth. Gold and silver necklaces 
were imported from Bokhara. Silver ingots were imported 
from Tibet and the Chinese frontier along with wool and silk.* 

In 1832 there were two main trading networks in the 
Punjab. The Marwani caravans were based in Shehawati and 
Calcutta, and the Lohani caravans, mostly plying between 
north-west India and Central Asia were based at Shikarpur 
(Sindh). 

Gold and silver circulated in north-west India in the 1830s 
via these trading networks. In return for the opium sent to 
China, Bombay principally received silver trade dollars. 
Furthermore, 30 or 40 lakh (100,000) rupees in bullion were 
received annually from Persia in return for goods sent there for 
trade. Of this bullion, 1 million rupees-worth of silver was sent 
every year from Bombay to Gwalior, Jaipur, Patiala, Amritsar, 
and other principal cities in India, where the greater part was 
coined at the official minting centres and the rest was sold in 
the bazaars.° 

The silver, mostly in trade dollars, was sent via Bawnagar 
and Pali; none of it came from Calcutta. Gold ingots to the 
value of a few lakh rupees were imported annually by the same 
road but they seldom found their way further north-west than 
Jaipur. Camels were the principal method of transport with 
each animal carrying 4,000 dollars. The silver was said to 
reach Amritsar from Bombay in 40 days.’

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Chapter 4 
Coin inscriptions 


The language used on most Sikh coins was Persian, which had 
been established by the Mughal government and its official 
language and therefore it was introduced for coinage in the 
Punjab as elsewhere. 

The Sikh Misals continued the Mughal practice of using 
Persian inscriptions on their coins. Sikh mohurs and rupees, 
i.e. the gold and silver coins, bore Persian inscriptions while the 
Sikh copper coins were often inscribed with the Gurmukhi 
script. The Gurmukhi legends appeared on paisas issued in 
Amritsar and in many provincial towns. 

As with Iranian and Afghan coins of the 18th and 19th 
centuries, the legends on Sikh coins appear in verse. This is 
known in Persian as beet, meaning couplet or distich.' 

The verse often begins at the bottom of the flan and is to be 
read upwards. The words are not consecutive as they occur in 
the legend but instead are placed in an elaborate order. 

A unique feature that distinguishes Sikh coins from other 
coins of the Indian subcontinent during the 18th and 19th 
centuries is the lack of a reference to the name of the current 
ruler on the coins. Instead, the coins were inscribed with the 
names of the 1st and roth Sikh Gurus and were issued in the 
name of Akal (immortal Lord). The Sikh Misal chiefs and 
Maharaja Ranjit Singh took pride in believing that their 
triumph over the opposition was not due to any one leader but 
the result of the Divine One’s blessing. For this reason, their 
coins were struck with the names of Guru Nanak and Guru 
Gobind Singh, the founders of the Sikh faith and the Khalsa 
brotherhood. This feature was first noticed by C.J. Rodgers, 
who wrote: ‘Ranjit Singh put his name on nothing, gave his 
name to nothing. The fort he built at Amritsar is called Gobind 
Garh;’? the garden he made there, Ram Bagh.” 

The main obverse inscriptions or couplets that feature on 
Sikh mohurs or rupees are known as the Nanakshahi and 
Gobindshahi couplets.‘ 

C.J. Rodgers suggests that the ‘Gobindshahi inscription has 
been given this title because the name of the tenth Guru 
features prominently in the inscription.® 

In contrast, Surinder Singh notes that the names of both 
Guru Nanak and Guru Gobind Singh appear on both of the 
different legends and on every Sikh coin.° He writes that it is 
difficult to distinguish which coins bear the Nanakshahi 
inscription and which bear the Gobindshahi inscription and, 
therefore, all Sikh coinage should be referred to as 
‘Nanakshahi’.’ Gurprit Singh provides a third possibility. He 
states that it is difficult to determine precisely how these 
inscriptions got their titles and, instead, emphasises their 
convenience: ‘it goes without saying that these two couplets 
have been very helpful and successful in broadly categorising 
the Sikh coins into two categories.” 

Hans Herrli rejects any symbolic meaning for these classes 
and instead confirms that they are simply technical terms 
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distinguishing two well defined groups of Sikh rupees and 
mohurs and that they never had an ideological background.’ 

Thus the two differentiating terms — Nanakshahi and 
Gobindshahi-— continue to be used in Sikh numismatics and, 
because they are useful for distinguishing the legends on the 
coins, will also be used in this catalogue. 


Gobindshahi 
During the Khalsa Republic era, Banda Singh Bahadar created 
an official state legend which was used in official seals that 
were stamped on the hukamnamas, ‘official orders’, that he 
issued in 1710.” This legend continued to be used by the Sikhs a 
century later as the inscription on the regularly issued coins. 
According to Surinder Singh," the seal impression of Banda 
Singh, translates from the Persian as: 


Siw 14989905 SL jl wb 
Degh Tegh Fateh Nusrat Bedrang, 
Yaft az Nanak Guru Gobind Singh.”

The Gobindshahi inscription occurs on the Sikh coins in the 
following structure:

Five variations of this couplet occur on the coins. They do not, 
however, alter the basic meaning of the legend; they only differ 
in minor ways. For example:

There are several interpretations as to the correct meaning of 
this legend. The significance of the phrase is the emphasis 
placed on the receiving or obtaining of Guru Gobind Singh 
from Guru Nanak. According to the Sikh philosophy the 10 
Gurus were the reincarnation of Guru Nanak and, therefore, 
the part of the legend which reads ‘Nanak Guru Gobind Singh’ 
covers the entire period of Guruship, the rst Guru to the roth. 
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This fits in with the idea of the 10 Gurus having one identity 
along with the absolute supremacy of God. 

The notion of Degh Tegh Fateh is a development of the ‘Miri 
Piri’ (temporal and spiritual) concept initiated by Guru 
Hargobind, the sixth Sikh Guru, whereby the spiritual powers 
of the Guru were exercised from the Harmandir and the 
temporal powers were exercised from the Akal Takht. 


Nanakshahi 
The Nanakshai inscription type that occurs predominantly on 
coins of the Lahore mint is as follows:

The style of the couplet and the terminology used in the first 
line strongly resembles the structure and words used in the 
inscriptions on the coins of Ahmad Shah and Shuja al-Mulk 
Durrani. According to Herrli® the Nanakshahi couplet was 
originally inspired by a Durrani coin inscription. The similarity 
can be seen in the three coin inscriptions below: 


Inscription on coin of Shuja al-Mulk Durrani (1803—09/1839- 
42):

After examining the above legends it is evident that the Sikhs 
were influenced by the coins of these contemporary powers. 
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Coin Inscriptions 


There are four variations of the Nanakshahi inscription 
which differ only very slightly. The other common version of 
the Nanakshai couplet that appears mostly on the coins of 
Amritsar is formed as thus:

Coin struck in the two worlds (spiritual and secular) by the grace of 
the True Lord. Nanakis the provider of the sword (power) by which 
Guru Gobind Singh is victorious.” 


The two worlds mentioned in this inscription refer to the 
spiritual and temporal worlds, a term often used in Islamic coin 
inscriptions. The victory of the tenth Guru along with the 
provision of Guru Nanak is representative of the Sikh ethos in 
which all actions, whether successes or defeats, are the will 
and command of the Guru. 

On the second line of the couplet the old Persian title Shah-I 
Shahan is used. This title meaning ‘King of Kings’ was common 
in the Persian tradition and was solely used for the emperors of 
Iran as can be seen on the inscription of Nadir Shah (above). 

The tenth Guru, Gobind Singh, was given this honorary 
title and praised as the King of the world. 


Reverse inscriptions 
The reverse inscriptions on Sikh coins vary enormously but 
usually consist of the mint name, the date and a phrase 
referring to the reign of the almighty (God). 

Again these legends are based on reverse legends of Afghan 
Durrani coins and are manipulated to comply with the Sikh 
ideology. 


Reverse legend on Sikh coin of Amritsar: 


SriAmritsar Zarb (vs year), 
Sambat Manus MaimanatJulus 


Struck in the illustrious Amritsar, in the year of the prosperous 
human reign. 


Reverse legend on coin of Ahmad Shah Durrani coin: 


delete 
sgliy Uo 
Julus Maimanat Manus Sanah2, 


Zarb Peshawar 


Struck in Peshawar in year two of the prosperous human reign.” 


There are minor structural differences between the reverse 
legends of the Sikh and Durrani coins. One such difference is 
the date, for example based on either the Vikrama or Hijri 
calendars and, another is the phrasing of words. By imitating 
and manipulating the coin inscriptions of their rival Durrani 
forces, the Sikhs exerted their authority over the Afghans by 
giving their inscriptions a Sikh meaning. 
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The reverse inscriptions vary for each mint and will be 
translated as and when they occur in the catalogue. 

The obverse on the copper coins in the Persian language 
usually bear short invocations of Guru Nanak or Guru Gobind 
Singh and display the denomination, mint name and date on 
the reverse. On occasion the coins have either the Nanakshahi 
or Gobindshahi couplet. 


Gurmukhi inscriptions 
Many of the copper coins were inscribed in Gurmukhi, the 
script of the Guru Granth Sahib and the local language of the 
Sikhs.”! The use of Gurmukhi was restricted to the copper coins 
as they were struck by local mints and circulated locally. In 
comparison gold and silver coins were issued by the state 
authorities which still required the use of Persian as the official 
language. Gold and silver coins also travelled outside of the 
Punjab where it was important for them to be inscribed in 
Persian, to resemble the Durrani and Mughal coinage they 
were circulated with. It is also possible that Gurmukhi was 
more commonly read and understood among the masses and 
therefore used on copper coins which had lower values and 
would be more widely circulated in these circles. 

The Gurmukhi inscription mostly occurs on the copper 
coins of Amritsar. The legend focuses on God, the Immortal 
Lord and Guru Nanak the founder of the Sikh faith: 


Obverse inscription: 


WITS AI Ig aoa Ht 
Akal Sahai Guru Nanak Ji 


The immortal Lord (God) helps the illustrious Guru Nanak.” 
Reverse inscription: 


nde Adt My TSH at 
1e68 


Zarb SriAmritsar Ji (1885 vs) 


Struck at the illustrious Amritsar.” 


There are also examples of Sikh copper coins inscribed in both 
the Persian and Gurmukhi scripts with the denomination in 
Persian. For example: 


Yek Fulus 


One fulus (a copper coin denomination) 
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Reverse inscription (the usual Gurmukhi inscription): 


mas HIE Ig ated at 
Akal Sahai Guru Nanak Ji 


The immortal Lord (God) helps the illustrious Guru Nanak. 


The use of both Gurmukhi and Persian on a coin suggests 
that Maharaja Ranjit Singh promoted equality among his 
subjects. Both the masses and those with a higher status could 
identify with the message on the coins through their 
understanding of Persian, Gurmukhi or both languages. 

Names for God or the Almighty were also inscribed in the 
Nagri script on some of the coins, in addition to the standard 
Nanakshahi inscription. It is possible that the words Om or 
Ram were included to appeal to the Hindu population of the 
Punjab. The variety of languages and scripts used on the Sikh 
coins illustrate the Maharaja’s principles of equality, tolerance 
and respect, values that were initiated by Guru Nanak. It is also 
possible that Ranjit Singh required respect, support and 
admiration from his subjects and by using the various 
languages he appealed to the different community groups 
prevalent in the Punjab.

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Chapter 5 


Dates and Symbols on Sikh Coins 


The Vikrama Samvat calendar 

Most Sikh coins feature a prominent date in Persian numerals 
on the reverse. This date is known as the Vikrama Samvat date. 
The Vikrama Samvat years are based on a lunar calendar used 
mostly by Sikhs and Hindus in north India, western India and 
Nepal. Indian tradition claims that the calendar was 
established by the Indian Emperor Vikramaditya of Ujjain 

(102 BC-AD 15) after his victory over the Sakas in 56 Bc. 

The years of the Vikrama Sambat era are converted to the 
Gregorian calendar by subtracting 57 years: vs year —57 = 
AD year. To view a vS/AD conversion chart, see Appendix 4. 

The dates of the Sikh general assemblies that met twice a 
year at Amritsar were determined by the Vikrama Samvat 
calendar of religious festivals. The spring ‘Sarbat Khalsa’ fell on 
the first day of the month of Visakh (April) and the winter 
assembly fell in the middle of the month of Kartikka 
(November), the month of Diwali. 

The display of the vs date on Sikh coins started from the 
initial Sikh Misal coinage and continued up until the end of the 
Sikh Empire in 1849. 

The gold mohurs and silver rupees of Amritsar and Lahore 
were issued with a vs year of 1884 (AD 1827), 1885 (AD 1828) or 
1888 (AD 1831) on the reverse. It is uncertain why these 
particular years appear on these coins, particularly as the coins 
were continuously minted between aD 1775 and ap 1849. One 
theory argues that it is related to a tax issue. An Indian tax on 
capital, known as Bhatta, involved the devaluation of coins 
every year. In an attempt to discourage this practice in states 
that had abolished this tax, a ‘frozen’ year was put on the 
coins.’ However, on the obverse of these coins the last two 
numbers of the actual date are inscribed in tiny figures. This 
contradicts the above theory as the coins could still be 
devalued and still display the correct date of issue. 

Herrli suggests, more plausibly, that the appearance of the 
‘frozen’ years on the coins of Lahore and Amritsar is an 
outwardly visible mark symbolising the reform of a currency or 
reorganisation of the mint.” 


Symbols 

The coins of the Sikh Misal period are simple in design 
compared with those issued by Ranjit Singh. The addition of 
ornate and royal symbols such as, umbrellas and flags, on the 
coins issued under the reign of the Maharaja, suggest the Sikh 
Empire’s economic prosperity. 

The elaborate calligraphic Persian inscription is regarded 
as the main design feature of the Sikh coins, however, the 
various symbols and marks contribute to the overall elegant 
style. 
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Punch dagger 

The Sikh Misal silver rupees issued in the years vs 1841 and 
vs 1842 have the symbol of a kartar, ‘punch dagger’ on the 
reverse. 

Masood ul Hasan Khokhar’ writes that the kartar is one of 
the five Sikh symbols that a practicing Sikh must wear and that 
is why it features on the coins. This is unlikely because the 
actual Sikh symbol belonging to the five Ks is the ‘Kirpan’ or 
sword;‘ hence many Sikhs wear a small sword as part of their 
code of conduct (rahit).° 

Weapons such as the sword and the punch dagger were 
respected by the Khalsa as weapons that could be used to 
protect the faith against injustice and tyranny. It is probable 
that the Sikh Misals had the punch dagger image on their coins 
as a symbol of their victory and as a sign of protection against 
the foreign invasions for the local people. 

Following close examination of the 11 Sikh Misal punch 
dagger coins in the British Museum collection it would appear 
that only the coins adopting the ‘Gobindshahi’ couplet have the 
punch dagger symbol on the reverse. This could relate to the 
‘Gobindshahi’ couplet stating victory Degh Tegh Fateh ‘Victory 
to the sword and the kettle’ and the punch dagger being a 
victorious symbol, however, there is limited evidence to 
support this relationship. 


Leaf 

The leaf motif appeared on the reverse side of some of the Sikh 
coins towards the end of the 18th century. After 1801 the leaf 
was placed on every Sikh coin until the end of Sikh rule in 1849. 
The distinctive leaf makes Sikh coins instantly distinguishable 
from contemporary coins from India and Afghanistan. 

Several interpretations of the meaning of this symbol exist 
but there is limited evidence to support any single theory. 
Valentine refers to the leaf as a ‘pipal’ leaf (ficus religiosa), 
suggesting that it is a favourite sign or mark of the Sikhs.° The 
pipal tree is the sacred fig tree native to the Punjab, Nepal, 
Bangladesh and Sri Lanka. It is considered holy in the Hindu 
and Buddhist traditions. The leaves of the tree are heart shaped 
with a distinctive extended tip. 

R.T. Somaiya argues that the Ber leaf is depicted on the 
coins rather than a pipal leaf. The Ber tree (zizyphus jujbe) is 
present in the precincts of the golden temple complex in 
Amritsar. Often referred to as ‘Dukhbanjani’, sorrow remover 
in Punjabi, the tree is revered by Sikhs for its miraculous 
powers. Tradition records that the fourth Sikh Guru, Guru Ram 
Das sat under the tree whilst supervising the construction of 
the sacred pool. As S.J.S. Pall writes, ‘It is sufficient to say that 
Ber is an important tree and berries in Amritsar had 
miraculous powers, hence the selection of Ber on Sikh coins.” 

Surinder Singh links the leaf motif to the Chalisa famine 
that occurred in northern India in 1783—-84.° He suggests that

the Sikhs placed a leaf on their coins to seek the blessings of 
their Gurus, to symbolize fertility and prosperity and to give 
thanks for their wellbeing.’ 

Herrli does not believe that the Sikh die-cutters aimed to 
show the leaf of a particular, botanically identifiable plant, but 
rather that they intended to illustrate the general idea of a 
leaf.’ The various styles of the leaf depicted on the coins of 
different mints in the British Museum collection support 
Herrli’s opinion. 


Peacock tail 

Another symbol which features prominently on many of the 
coins minted in Amritsar during Ranjit Singh’s reign is the 
peacock tail or double branch. Coins with this symbol are often 
called the ‘Moran Shahi’ coin. It is believed that a dancing girl 
from Kashmir called ‘Moran’ was adored by the Maharaja and 
she convinced Ranjit Singh to strike coins with her name. The 
Maharaja allegedly put a symbol of a peacock’s tail" on the 
coins of Amritsar, representing his love and affection for the 
girl. 

The Sikh religious leaders of the Akal Takht"” questioned 
the Maharaja on his affair with the Muslim dancing girl to 
which Ranjit Singh pleaded guilty and was fined for his 
actions."* 

Sikh numismatists and historians have debated whether 
the symbol on the coins is that of a peacock’s tail or whether it 
is simply a variation of the leaf symbol. 

C.J. Rodgers claims that the double branch is indeed a 
peacock’s tail and therefore is the sign of Moran." Lance Dane 
challenges this opinion by reviewing Ranjit Singh’s devotion to 
the Sikh Gurus: 

To Ranjit Singh the Guru was the Sacha Padshah, the true King, 

with himself as his humble servant. Out of his out-flowing 


devotion he ordered the coins of his Empire to be struck in the 
name of the Guru.”° 


R.T. Somaiya comments on the misrepresented symbol as a 
bunch of Ber tree fruits. With the humiliation of the affair, 
Ranjit Singh sent Moran away after he was charged over the 
incident. For this reason, Somaiya feels that it would have been 
impossible for Ranjit Singh to have publicised these events by 
striking coins in the name of Moran."® 

An alternative theory to those mentioned above is provided 
by Raijasbir Singh. He suggests that the double branch is the 
mark of the earlier Bhangi Misal. Ranjit Singh’s rule replaced 
that of the Bhangi Misal and, for this reason, he adopted this 
symbol for the Amritsar coins as a mark of his prosperity and 
victory. Raijasbir Singh believes that the Moran Shahi coin 
story was invented to undermine the personality of the 
Maharaja.” 

A close examination of this symbol on the four coins of this 
type in the British Museum collection reveals a small stem, 
which suggests that the symbol is that of a plant, a double 
branch or a variation of the leaf motif, as opposed to a peacock 
tail. 


Small round decorative symbol 

Asmall round decorative symbol on three of the coins of the 
Amritsar mint in the British Museum collection has also been 
connected to the dancing girl Moran. It is claimed that the 
symbol represents a thumb mirror known as the “arsi’, which 
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would have been worn by dancing girls at the time. These coins 
are known as the ‘Arsiwala Shahi’ coins. There is no evidence to 
suggest that this symbol represented Moran. Instead, it seems 
more likely that it is simply a decorative ornament or rosette 
contributing to the elaborate design of the coin. 


Canopies, tridents and flags 
Further symbols including canopies, tridents and flags appear 
on the coins issued under Ranjit Singh. 

In the Sikh practice it is customary to keep a canopy above 
the Guru Granth Sahib. This reinforces the ‘living Gurv’ ideal as 
the ten previous Sikh Gurus often sat under a canopy as did 
kings and princes. Similarly, in the Hindu tradition, placing a 
canopy in a temple above the deities is a common practice. The 
canopy symbol on the coins is suggestive of the prime role of 
the Guru within the Sikh faith or it may represent the royalty of 
the Maharaja. 

The trident also features on some of the coins from the 
Amritsar mint. This representation of the Hindu deity, Lord 
Shiva, may have been used to display tolerance and unify the 
different faiths of the Punjab. 

The flag traditionally used to represent a nation or 
kingdom appears on many of the coins, it is possible that in this 
instance the flag is a battle standard symbolising power and 
strength. 


Mughal and Afghan influences 
The coins issued by the Mughals and the Durranis had the most 
influence on the design and content of the Sikh coins. 

The Mughal emperor Aurangzeb replaced marginal 
inscriptions on coins with the ruler’s simple titles or an 
appropriate couplet on the obverse and the following Persian 
formula on the reverse: 


woile iow yugl> Guo 
Sambat julus maimanut manus 


The year of the prosperous human reign. 


This formula was also adopted by the Afghan Durrani dynasty 
(see Chapter 4). 

The Sikh coins followed the pattern of using a religious 
couplet on the obverse and in many cases using this reverse 
formula with the addition of a mint name and the date of issue. 

By using the Persian language, a language that their 
contemporary rulers understood, the Sikh leaders were able to 
glorify their Gurus, while making their coins distinct at the 
same time. The Sikhs manipulated existing coin legends and 
designs to create an identity for their own coins. 

Many of the symbols used on Sikh coins were also 
originally used by Mughal rulers on their coins. The coins of 
Shah Alam II (1759-88) have symbols of fish, the trident 
(trisul) and the state umbrella. It is not known what the actual 
meaning of these symbols is and it is unlikely that they are 
distinguishing state marks because many states adopt them. As 
Codrington commented on the symbols on Mughal coins: 

‘It has been the endeavour of several Indian numismatists to 

reduce them to order and locate their use; but it is a very difficult 

matter, for many of them have been used by several states, and 


many states have used several symbols at different times, and local 
knowledge and tradition give but little help.’ 
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It is clear, however, that the Sikhs continued to use these 
symbols on their coins, perhaps reflecting their belief that their 
rule was equal to that of the previous Mughal dynasty. 

On the coins of Muhammad Akbar II (1806-37), the symbol 
of the state umbrella falls directly over the word ‘sahib’, 
meaning master or lord. Similarly, the canopies on the Sikh 
coins fall on top of the word Guru. This does not appear to be a 
coincidental location for the symbol and, instead, may have 
been a mark of respect. This design was adopted by Maharaja 
Ranjit Singh (see catalogue nos. 115 and 119). 

Civic copper coinage issued in Afghanistan during the 18th 
and rg9th centuries often had decorative images on the obverse 
of the coins such as birds, peacocks, flowers, leaves and dots. 
The denomination ‘fulus’ was inscribed on the reverse of the 
copper coins." Similarly, the Sikhs modelled many of their 
copper paisas on the Afghan copper coins. The use of bird, 
flower and leaf images is common on copper coins minted in 
Amritsar, Peshawar and Kashmir (see catalogue no. 464).

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Glossary 


AdiGranth 

Early compilation of the Sikh scriptures by Guru Arjun, the 
fifth Sikh Guru in 1604. ‘Aad Granth’ literally translates as half 
scripture. Further scriptures were added later by the successive 
Sikh Gurus resulting in the complete Guru Granth Sahib. 


Akal 
Term meaning immortal, timeless and non-temporal, often 
used as aname for God. 


Akal Takht 

Translates as the ‘seat of the immortal’ or ‘seat of God’. The 
Akal Takht refers to the building opposite the Harimandir 
(Golden Temple) in Amritsar which is the seat of political 
authority for the Sikhs. 


Amrit 

Sanskrit word meaning immortality or nectar of the Gods. In 
Sikhism the term refers to the water by which Sikhs are 
baptised. 


Arsi 
Thumb mirror traditionally worn by dancing girls in the Punjab 


Bhai 
A title or form of address used for distinguished and respected 
Sikh men. 


Baba 
Persian word meaning father, this term is used as a title for 
respected figures in Sikhism. 


Banda 
Servant, slave, human being or man. 


Bhatta 
An Indian tax involving the devaluation of coins. 


Deg, Tegh, Fateh 

Slogan commonly used by Sikhs describing the essence of 
Sikhism. Translates literally as charity or assistance to the 
helpless, sword and victory. 


Daswandh 
Donation of a tenth of one’s earnings. 


Dal Khalsa 
Army of the Khalsa 
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Diwali 

Festival of light celebrated by Sikhs to commemorate ‘Bandi 
Chor’ the release of the sixth Sikh Guru, Guru Hargobind from 
Gwalior fort. 


Fulus 
Meaning ‘copper coin’ in Arabic, derived from Roman term 
Follis used for copper coins in the Byzantine Empire. 


Guru 
A term used to describe someone regarded as having great 
knowledge and wisdom, also means teacher. 


Gurmukhi 

Literally translates as ‘from the mouth of the Guru’. The term 
refers to the script used to write the Punjabi language, 
standardised by the second Sikh Guru, Guru Angad. The entire 
Guru Granth Sahib is written in the Gurmukhi script. 


Guru Granth Sahib 

Sikh scriptures containing 1430 pages of verses complied by the 
Sikh Gurus, saints and holy men. The Guru Granth Sahib is the 
present and eternal Guru of the Sikhs. The term ‘Granth’ means 
‘scripture’ and ‘Sahib’ meaning ‘master’ or ‘lord’. 


Gurmatta 
A formal decision or resolution made in the presence of the 
Guru Granth Sahib. 


Gobindshahi 
Inscription on Sikh coins starting with the slogan ‘Degh, Tegh, 
Fateh’. 


Harimandir 

Sikh holy shrine in Amritsar, also known as ‘Darbar Sahib’ or 
‘Golden Temple’. The construction of the temple was started by 
the fourth Sikh Guru, Guru Ram Das and was completed by his 
successor the fifth Sikh Guru, Guru Arjan. 


Janam Sakhis 

‘Life stories’ or accounts of the life of Guru Nanak. These 
accounts are believed to have been written by Guru Nanak’s 
companion, Bhai Bala. 


Kaur 

Mandatory last or middle name for Sikh females meaning 
‘princess’. This name was given to all Sikh women at the Khalsa 
initiation ceremony in 1699. 
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Khanda 
A double edged sword used to stir the ambrosial nectar at the 
Khalsa baptism ceremony in April 1699. 


Khalsa 

The collective body of all baptised Sikhs, the military order of 
saint soldiers established by the tenth Guru, Guru Gobind 
Singh in 1699. 


Katar 
Punch dagger 


Kirpan 
Asword or dagger 


Langar 
Free kitchen for the poor, initiated by Guru Nanak 


Lakh 
Unit of 100,000. 


Misal 

A term to describe a unit or part of a collective body. The Sikh 
Misals also referred to as confederacies were 12 divisions that 
controlled different regions of the Punjab from 1760-1801. 


Mohur 
Gold denomination of a Sikh coin 


Moran 
Name of a dancing girl in the court of Ranjit Singh, Moran 
meaning peacock 


Nazrana 
Gift or ceremonial piece 


Nimak 
Punjabi and Urdu word meaning Salt 


Nanakshahi 
Term referring to the coins that have the ‘Nanakshahi’ 
inscription, starting ‘Sikka zad...’ 


Pandit 

A Sanskrit word meaning scholar or one who is particularly 
skilled in the Sanskrit language and has mastered the Hindu 
Vedic scriptures 


Paisa 
Copper denomination of a Sikh coin 


Pipal 
Asacred fig tree also known as the ficus religiosa 
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Rahit 
The code of conduct that Sikhs live by 


Rupee 
Silver denomination of a Sikh coin 


Sadhu 
A term referring to a holy man, ascetic or wondering monk 


Sangat 
Meaning fellowship, company or congregation 


Sacha Sahib 
Literal translation ‘true master’ a reference to God or the divine 


Sarbat Khalsa 
Entire body of Sikhs that met twice a year during the Sikh 
misal period 


Sikh 
Learner, student or disciple 


Singh 

Mandatory last name or middle name for Sikh males meaning 
‘lion’. This name was given to all Sikh men at the Khalsa 
initiation ceremony in 1699. 


Sardar 
A title of Persian origin used for Indian princes, noblemen and 
aristocrats. 


Taxsali/Taksal 
A term referring to the place where coins are minted 


Trisul 
Meaning trident of three pronged fork 


Vaisakhi 
Punjabi harvest festival coinciding with the formation of the 
Khalsa in 1699. 


Vikrama Samvat 

According to Indian tradition, the Vikrama Samvat calendar 
was established by the Indian Emperor Vikramaditya of Ujjain 
(102 BC-AD 15), after his victory over the Sakas in 56 Bc This 
calendar is used by most Sikhs and Hindus in North India. 


Zafarnama 


The epistle of victory sent by Guru Gobind Singh, the tenth 
Sikh Guru to the Mughal Emperor Aurangzeb. 
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
